A famous French guide exhibits 


some topsy-turvy mountaineering 


Mountain Climber Gaston Rebuffat has been 
on some of the biggest of climbing expeditions, 
including the 1950 ascent of Annapurna. But 
what has gained him the reputation—among 
many Alpinists—of being Europe’s best guide 
is his ability to inspire confidence in the people 
he guides. He is a zealous missionary, bring- 
ing people to understand and appreciate the 
difficulty and beauty of mountain climbing. To 
demonstrate some aspects of mountaineering 
he climbed several of the most trying obstacles 
in the French Alps so that Alpinist-Photogra- 
pher Jean-Jacques Languepin could take the 
pictures on these pages and also shoot scenes 
. for a movie—which won a first prize at the 
Venice International Film Festival this year. 
The most spectacular of the pictures show Re- 
buffat making his way across the underside of 
a horizontal overhang 10,000 feet up. Rebuffat 
drove soft-steel nails into the rock, then strung 
light nylon line through the looped ends. Mov- 
ing from nail to nail, he spent two hours ad- 
vancing 15 feet. Languepin says the technique 
is not dangerous unless your ears deceive you. 
“You can tell if the nail will hold,” he says, 
“by the sound the hammer makes against it.”

FRESH SALT WATER AND A NEUROTIC OCTOPUS 


There are a lot of fish in the sea, and two years ago when 
Lire started work on “Creatures of the Sea” (pp. 78-108) 
we were a long way from understanding the difficulties we'd 
encounter getting some of them to sit still for illustrations. 

For the paintings on pages 84 through 89 Artist Rudolph 
Freund went to the famous marine laboratories at Woods 
Hole, Mass., where he collected 50 living specimens in tanks 
and sloshed back home to Connecticut with them in his sta- 
tion wagon. To keep them alive while he was making the 
drawings, he had to go to the coast every three or four days 
to collect fresh salt water in 10-gallon milk cans to replenish 
the tanks. 

Dr. Roman Vishniac’s assignment was to take photomicro- 
graphs of the ocean’s basic food source, plankton. Because 
plankton can best be collected after dark near the surface, 
Vishniac, over a period of five months, spent night after 
night in a yawing open boat collecting for these uscule 
organisms. Then, before the plankton could die, he made hast- 
ily for shore and photographed them under his microscope. 


Fritz Goro, who took the cover photograph and worked 
both under and above the water in such widely separated 
places as Australia and the Bahamas, had most of his trouble 
with the white octopus shown on pages 102 and 103, which 
he photographed in a laboratory in Bimini. Every time Goro's 
flash equipment went off, the three-foot creature would hud- 
dle at the corner of its tank and turn first red and then green. 
One night the neurotic octopus escaped through a slit one 
quarter of an inch wide in the cover of the tank. Goro found 
it squirming around on the floor of the laboratory and re- 
lievedly returned it to the ocean. 

Photographer J. R. Eyerman wasn’t on the scene when the 
pictures on page 82 were made. His task was to construct 
a photographic device with a special camera, film and wiring. 
This he installed in the deep-diving Benthoscope which In- 
ventor Otis Barton took 3,600 feet beneath the surface of the 
ocean. From there, using Eyerman’s apparatus and follow- 
ing his instructions, Barton got the deepest underwater por- 
traits of fish ever taken without remote-control equipment.

THE WHITE CASE IN CARTOONS 


The White case offered the country’s cartoonists 
an unusual opportunity. The controversy had a 
built-in continuity enabling the newspaper artists 
to chronicle the argument from beginning to end. 
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CONTROVERSY OVER COMMUNISM INVOLVES MORE THAN POLITICS 


How do we take the case of Harry Dexter 
White out of politics? How do we end the 
controversy over Communists in the Roose- 
velt and Truman administrations? 

President Eisenhower says he hopes it 
will be a matter of history by the time of the 
1954 congressional elections. Certainly the 
Democrats, including Harry Truman, would 
like to hear the last of it. It will take more 
than hope and pious words, however, to kill 
this squirming issue. Instead of helping to 
put an end to the controversy, Mr. Tru- 
man’s speech last week gave it a mighty 
shot of Adrenalin. 

Mr, Truman ought to understand that 
ex-Presidents are held responsible for what 
happened in their administrations. He has 
had plenty of chance to observe how for 20 
years Herbert Hoover has been a 
fairly of having caused the depression. In 
six presidential elections the Democratic 
candidates have campaigned as though they 
were running against Mr. Hoover. Now the 
shoe is on the other foot. Communism first 
established. a foothold in Washington un- 
der Mr. Roosevelt's administration and the 
record now shows that the Communists 
were still there under Mr. Truman. 

No one believes that Mr. Truman (or Mr. 
Roosevelt) was disloyal. It was unfortunate 
that the case of Harry Dexter White was 
reopened by Herbert Brownell at a time, and 
in such a way, that the Attorney General's 
motives could be open to question. Even 
before Mr. Truman spoke, any imputation 
of disloyalty had been disavowed by Mr. 
Brownell and by the President. But in his 
speech Mr. Truman did not answer some 
very serious charges. 

What are these charges? That Mr. Tru- 
man was extraordinarily blind to what was 
going on around him and that he was ex- 
traordinarily lax in disregarding strong evi- 
dence of Communist conspiracy within the 
executive branch of the government.

The Democrats, including Mr. Truman 
and Mr. Stevenson, have repeatedly decried 
congressional investigations into C 
nist activities, arguing that the job of catch- 
Communists was best left to the FBI. 
The record now shows that while the FBI 
was about its business of gathering evidence 
the Administration neglected to act on it. 

Admittedly Mr. Truman inherited a m 
The Roosevelt administration operated in a 
climate of moral confusion and loose di 
pline. The arrogance of Harry Dexter White 
and men like him was that they operated 
beyond the laws and responsibilities that 
bound their fellow citizens. When ambitious 
men carried such reasoning to extremes they 
sometimes slipped across the line to treason. 


Mr. Truman’s initial tolerance may be ex- 
cused because he did not know them and 
he was overwhelmed with new responsil 
ities. But after evidence of betrayal was pre- 
sented there was surely no excuse for Mr. 
Truman to praise and promote men under 
suspicion. And what is still quite incompre- 
hensible is his continuing failure to admit 
the gravity of their offense. He treats the 
record of Communist infiltration as if it were 
a mere by-product of political controver 

He still talks as if the record of Com- 
munist influence within the U.S. govern- 
ment never existed and a long succession 
of errors and misjudgments never occurred. 
He appears to be more interested in dis- 
crediting congressional investigation than 
in explaining what happened. His chief an- 
swer to legitimate inquiry is the counter- 
charge of “McCarthyism.” 


It is as if Mr. Truman never understood, 
and still does not understand, that Commu- 
nist aggression and Communist conspiracy 
are parts of the same great evil. While meet- 
ing courageously the military threat of Com- 
munism abroad he disregarded carelessly 
the atmosphere that encouraged treason at 
home. Now that time has receded some peo- 
ple may minimize the effect of the specific 
instances of that treason. It is not so easy to 
write off the consequences of the habit of 
mind which made such treason possible. 

It was a habit of mind which encouraged 
one of the greatest delusions in history, the 
delusion that Communism was no more 
than a Russian version of the New Deal and 
that given encouragement the Soviet Union 
could be trusted to become a civilized mem- 
ber of the community of nations. It was the 
climate of opinion that was in part responsi- 
ble for the enslavement of Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and Balkan states. It was the kind 
of thinking revealed in the incredible in- 
structions to General George C. Marshall to 
effect a coalition between the Nationalists 
and the Communists so that China might be 
unified “by peaceful democratic methods.” 

Are we done with all that now? We're not 
but we could be. Mr. Truman and the Demo- 
crats would help greatly if first of all they 
would stop lending credence to the Republi- 
can charge that they never understood Com- 
munism and therefore cannot be trusted to 
fight Communists. To do this the Democrats 
will have to stop saying that all inquiry 
into past subversion is just politics. This 
will go a long way toward helping to clear 
up the record and to support the Admin- 
istration’s effort to rid the government of 
any who are still disloyal. Herein is the 
right way to kill the issue of Communism 
in US. polities.

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THE WORLD WE LIVE IN: PART VII 


CREATURES OF THE SEA 


From its shimmering surface layers to the eternal darkness of its deeps 


the ocean holds a range of life from one-celled animals to mighty whales 
Text by LINCOLN BARNETT 


For all that here on earth we dreadfull hold, 

Be but as bugs to fearen babes withall, 

Compared to the creatures in the seas entrall. 
Spenser, Fuerie Queene 


when man first ventured on the surface of the seas 
feared not only the open fury of the winds and waves but 

even more profoundly the unseen hordes of creatures with 
which his fancy filled the secret depths. In the mythology and lit- 
erature of every age great monsters inhabit the abyss, rising recur- 
rently to drag their victims down to weedy caverns on the ocean floor. 

Although the human imagination forever transcends nature, there 
are grounds for these persisting fantasies and fears. For the sea 
abides, of all realms of life, the least known, the least explored, the 
largest, the darkest. Dropping to depths of nearly six miles, it en- 
compasses about 300 times the habitable cubic space of land and 
fresh water areas combined. And most of it is a domain of everlasting 
night, black as Milton’s sightless sphere—"'O dark, dark, dark, amid 
the blaze of noon, Irrevocably dark . . .” 

Hence man knows far less of the ocean's creatures than of the ani 
mals with which he shares the land. Yet the frontiers of marine 
biology have advanced in recent years and can prov ide some glimpses 
now not only of the populations that subsist in shallow waters, but 
of those that dwell below the glimmering surface layers of light, in 
the canyons of the continental slopes and amid the oozes of the 
abyssal floor. And one ean say that while Se and Leviathan lived 
only in legend, the most gigantic creatures that ever existed on earth 

wage war still in the oceanic deeps. With them too abide some of 
the loveliest forms the hand of nature ever wrought. sculptured with 
silvery grace and symmetry, tinted with iridescent jewellike hues, 
shining sometimes with magic luminescence in the night. 

Since the sea is the ancestral home of all living things (The Pageant 
of Life, Lire, Sept. 7), the creatures that inhabit it embody an 
animate panorama of evolution from the dawn of existence. All of the 
main divisions (phyla) of the animal kingdom appear in the sea, as 
well as all of their component classes—save only amphibians, birds, 
insects and true spiders. From bacteria and protozoans up to the 
most highly evolved of aquatic organisms, true fish and marine mam- 
mals, the long procession of life unfolds in the sea with a clarity and 
detail that have no parallel among the faunas of the land. For the 
sea has many living fossils—animals for whom the ages have stood 
still. Eon after eon, jellyfish, corals, glass sponges, starfish, sand 
dollars, horseshoe crabs, clams and other forms have reproduced 
their kind, virtually untouched by the slow sorcery of time. 

At the moment of earth history when the first plants and animals 
climbed from the seas onto the dry land, the 
invertebrates were lords of creation. Single- 2 
celled protozoans proliferated in the surface 
waters. Jellyfish shimmered through the mid- 
dle layers. Mollusks and arthropods ruled 
the sunless sea floor. Sluggish, even seden- 
tary, many of these bottom dwellers had no 
need or ability to swim. And so the deep

waters of the open sea lay almost empty for millions of years. But in 
the lakes and rivers of the continents a new class of life was evolving 
—the fishes, which may have sprung from a special group of fresh- 
water invertebrates and learned to swim through the necessity of 
escaping enemies and maintaining their position and balance in 
swift-running streams. Their contours became more streamlined, 
their fins more flexible; they developed movable jaws and specialized 
teeth suited to a predatory life. In time they branched into two sub- 
classes: the cartilagenous fish, such as sharks, skates, rays, whose 
skeletons are made of cartilage rather than bone; and the bony fish, 
the dynasty of cod, herring, salmon, tuna, mackerel, bass and other 
true fish (teleosts) of the present day. Sometime in the late Devonian 
and Triassic periods the ancestral vertebrate fish came down to the 
sea, and finding the ability to swim a distinct advantage among the 
slow, crawling communities of the salt water, survived, thrived and 
improved their unique mode of locomotion. Today the teleosts, over 
20,000 species strong, are the common fish of the sea. 

Since the sea is a more homogeneous environment than the land, 
its creatures are generally more primitive, less diversified than those 
that emerged onto the harsh and variable reaches of the continental 
platforms. By and large they have not had to specialize, to adapt 
themselves to such contrasting habitats as deserts and swamps, jun- 
gles and grassy plains, nor to endure extreme climatic variations. 
Even in the tropics the temperature of the surface waters seldom 
exceeds 85°; in the polar regions it never falls much below 29°. 
Over more than three quarters of the ocean’s surface the seasonal 
temperature variation is less than 5°; below 800 feet there is no 
seasonal change at all. The sea is lenient in other ways. Its popula- 
tions have no lack of the essential component of all life—water—for 
they are constantly bathed in it, both externally and internally. Sea 
creatures absorb water directly into their systems, and along with it 
the dissolved gases necessary for life—oxygen and carbon dioxide— 
and the requisite amounts of salts and minerals necessary to growth. 

Moreover the water in which aquatic creatures live sustains them 
against the relentless tug of gravity. Unlike land animals which re- 
quire solid supports to undergird them in the thin medium of air, 
marine organisms in the denser medium of water have no need for 
heavy legs or hard internal frames. Sea plants have no trunks or 
rigid stems. The limbs of most sea animals are designed for swim- 
ming, digging or fighting rather than support. This is true even of the 
great whales, whose bones are spongy and filled with oil. Indeed a 
whale, though an air-breathing mammal, quickly dies if washed 
ashore, its lungs crushed by the weight of its own vast body. 

Yet despite the homogeneity of the marine environment, its lack 
of impassable deserts and unscalable mountains, the sea too has its 
barriers: invisible boundaries of tempera- 
ture, salinity, pressure and light. Most sea 
creatures, having no regulator systems like 
those of land animals designed to protect 
them against sudden and intense environ- 
mental changes, are extremely sensitive to 
slight variations in their watery medium.

THE BOTTOM DWELLERS 


MID the weedy gardens of the inshore shallows, 
life flourishes as in no other region of the sea. 
Here upon the benthos, on the pallid sands and 
mud, a multitude of sluggish creatures subsist in a 
strange, slow-motion world where journeys are made 
in inches. The very quality of existence seems more 
akin to the kingdom of plants than that of the swift, 
darting fish, and many benthic creatures resemble 
plants in outer aspect and have plantlike names: sea 
anemones, sea cucumbers, sea peaches, sea grapes. 
Yet they are animals—members of the vast empire of 
soft-bodied invertebrates, engineered by nature for 
life on the ocean floor, 

Since many of these are fixed or sessile creatures, 
like the Clathria sponge and soft coral, their major 
problem of subsistence is to find available space for 
attachment or refuge. Virtually every rock or sunken 
object, every area of sand or mud, has its creeping, 
crawling or sedentary tenants. An old wooden piling 
rapidly becomes an apartment house for tiers of bar- 
nacles, mussels, oyster drills, sea vases, sponges and 
pink-hearted hydroids. Layers of snails exploit the 
shells of their fellows as anchorage. When a snail 
dies a hermit crab may move into its vacated shell 
and carry it around with him like a trailer home, 
often with an anemone free-loading on top. Even be- 
neath the surface of the sand and silt there are many 
mansions—the mazes of sea worms, the holes of 
moon shells, the burrows of fiddler crabs which ven- 
ture forth at low tide in quest of food, and the hide- 
aways of razor clams which thrust up their siphons 
only when the tide is in. 

The foundation on which the whole edifice of ben- 
thie life depends is the rich supply of minerals dis- 
solved in the water and stored on the ocean floor. 
To most marine life calcium is a crucial element, but 
especially to soft-bodied benthic creatures whose 
hard outer coverings not only protect them against 
predators and the pounding of the surf, but also pro- 
vide anchorage for the muscles with which they dig 
and crawl. Calcium compounds reinforce the leg- 
gings and pincers of crabs, and help to form the deli- 
cate swirls of whelk, periwinkle and other snail shells, 
the spines of the sea urchin, and the “razor” of the 
razor clam, In the tropics, where calcium is absorbed 
more readily than in cold water, one species of clam 
grows shells of great thickness, often weighing up 
to 500 pounds. 

The bottom minerals are also important to the 
plant life which flourishes in the sea gardens of rock 
weed, kelp and Irish moss that adorn the coastal 
shelves. Like most plants, large seaweeds require an- 
chorage—even the floating masses of seaweed in the 
Sargasso Sea may consist of shore forms that have 
been torn away and swept into the circular backwash 
of the Gulf Stream, Though rootless, many sea- 
weeds anchor themselves to rocks or sand by thread- 
like “holdfasts” or flat disks, as shown by the sea 
colander and Phyllaria. If their anchorage is deep, 
they may put forth stems up to 100 feet long so that 
their main foliage can float in sunlight, buoyed up 
hy little self-contained bulbs of gas. The largest of 
the seaweeds are the kelps, flat brown plants that 
anchor in rocky areas offshore, beyond the zone of 
crashing surf. Few marine animals browse directly 
on the larger seaweeds. (One that does is the sea 
hare.) Some smaller algae, however, which grow like 
a furry slime on rocks and other sunken objects, pro- 
vide food for certain crabs and shrimps and many 
sharp-tongued snails.

ARTS OF LOCOMOTION 


NLIKE land animals to whom the thin air offers little resistance, 
aquatic creatures must expend great stores of energy to force 
their way through the dense medium in which they dwell. And so the 
populations of the sea have evolved many techniques and aids to 
locomotion—streamlining, jet propulsion and varied rhythms of 
movement. Since the specific gravity, or density, of water is virtu- 
ally*the same as that of its inhabitants, they have little difficulty 
at. Yet even the smallest of marine creatures are not 
entirely free from the tug of gravity, and in death the bones and 
shells of all, including the one-celled protozoans, sink into the 
oozes of the ocean flooi

of the sea are fish, however, nor do all of them swim. Planktonie 
forms move but feebly and, for the most part, simply drift with the 
wandering currents, buoyed up by various flotation devices—such as 
long, branched feelers or side appendages. Bottom dwellers are for 
the most part either ambulatory: like crabs and lobsters which crawl 
on jointed legs, and like snails and anemones which glide on slimy 
et; or sedentary: like oysters, sponges, barnacles and corals which 
imply anchor themselves to the ocean floor. The truly accomplished 
swimmers of the sea are fish and marine mammals—whales, por- 
poises and seals, 

Contrary to popular opinion, most fish do not swim with their side 
or back fins; or more precisely, their fins serve less as implements of 
propulsion than as stabilizers, ailerons, rudders and brakes. Their 
main propellant is body movement, augmented by pushing action 
from the tail or the extrusion of water from the gills. The movements 

ge in degree from the complete undulation of the eel to the re- 
stricted action of the stiff, armored boxfish which can move only its 
tiny fins and tail. But with the majority of fish, body movement fal 
between these two extremes; a pivotal point, usually at the base of

A few flat, benthic fish, notably 
flounders, soles, skates and rays, often lie down on the bottom mud 
and sands. Others wedge themselves in crevices for the night, Small 
pelagic types occasionally appear to bask among drifting seaweeds. 
But so far as the free swimmers of the open waters are concerned no 
one can say how they sleep, or indeed if they ever sleep at all. 
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A GREEN TURTLE uses its slender front flippers as oars, feathering them neatly 
in unison, and its rear limbs as steering apparatus and kickers. On dry land it 
moves ponderously and without grace, crawling slowly along the warm Atlantic 
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beaches to which it must return periodically to lay eggs. Of all the marine rep- 
tiles of the Mesozoic era, the turtle tribe almost alone has survived to flourish 
in the present day.

THE ENDLESS CHAIN OF FOOD 


AVE for those small animals that graze on diatoms in the huge 

communities of plankton, virtually every free-swimming creature 
lives on the flesh of others smaller than itself and represents a meal 
for others larger than itself. It is estimated that 10 pounds of food are 
required to build one pound of the animal that eats it. Thus it would 
take 10,000 pounds of diatoms to make 1,000 pounds of copepods to 
make 100 pounds of herring to make 10 pounds of mackerel to make 
one pound of tuna to make 1/10th of a pound of man. 

Since the open sea provides no repository or hiding place for food, 
each meal must be caught and eaten alive. And so the ocean’s popula- 
tions are involved in a never-ending cycle of eat and be eaten, pursuit 
and flight; each living creature in the sea is at once hunter and hunted, 
feeder and food, predator and prey. And when an animal dies or is 
torn asunder its remains sink to the bottom where they are consumed 
by scavengers or decomposed by bacteria. Then they become detritus, 
either to be consumed again by detritus feeders or wafted aloft through 
upwellings to provide dissolved fertilizer for the diatoms on th 
face waters. And so the food cycle of the sea is eternally renewed.

LIFE AND DEATH IN THE SEA 


HE sea is at once a vast cradle and graveyard of life, a nursery 
where incalculable hosts of visible and invisible creatures pro- 

create and abide and a battleground wherein the chances of sur- 

vival may be but one against 10 million of violent death. In the 

transition from egg to adult each creature must run a gantlet of 

ever larger enem pursuit never ends.

sioned by storms, shifts in ocean currents or changes 
in the temperature or composition of the sea water, Recurrent 
“red tides” caused by an explosive increase of dinoflagellates, 
which consume vast quantities of oxygen and emit vast quantities 
of toxic wastes, from time to time annihilate fish life on a pro- 
digious scale. 

But if the sea is wasteful of life, it 
tion. The reproductive rate of marine creatures confounds the 
imagination of slow-breeding man. If every codfish egg laid in the 
sea ultimately grew into a surviving adult, in six years the Atlantic 
Ocean would be packed solid with cod. A female codfish may lay up 
to five million eggs at one time, an oyster 11 million, a sunfish 300 
million. A spawning sea hare lays eggs at the rate of 41,000 per 
minute, producing perhaps 500 million in a single season. If each 
one matured and reproduced for four generations, the resulting 
mass of sea hares would occupy a space about six times the volume 
of the planet Earth. 

The exigencies of existence in the sea are such, however, that 
the miracle of marine life consists not so much in the profusion of 
eggs as in the fact that any survive at all. Only a few sea creatures 
care for either their eggs or their young. In most cases eggs are dis- 
charged freely into the water, there to drift with the currents or 
settle to the bottom and take their chances of escaping the num- 
berless voracious predators, including their own parents, that wait 
to devour them. Yet the mechanisms of nature are so exquisitely 
adjusted that the average survival, for example, of only one oyster 
egg in half a billion is sufficient to preserve the balance between 
overpopulation and extinction of the species.

Then, guided no one knows how, they find their way across al- 
most 3,000 miles of the open Atlantic to their spawning grounds 
in the depths of the weed-strewn Sargasso Sea. It is here that their 
are laid, and from here that the new-hatched eel larvae start 
their long journey home, sweeping with the great clockwise swirl 
of the Gulf Stream northward and eastward to the European shore. 
This immense journey takes the larvae three years. At its end, met- 
amorphosed into elvers, they swim unerringly upstream into the 
rivers and lakes where they slowly develop into adult eels. About 
ten years later, reachi they return to the sea, 
and head back to their remote Sargasso spawning grounds, there to 
reproduce and die. It is in these same far reaches of the sea that 
the American eels also engender their kind.

Yet there is another thread that binds together the 
tapestry of life in the sea. That is long No one knows how 
long fish, if spared from predators, starvation or disease, can live. 
But the age of some fish, like that of trees, may be read from an- 
nual growth rings formed in their se: and there is evidence that 
certain freshwater fish—carp, catfish, pike—may live 100 years. Of 
the age of oceanic fish little is known. But one of the most pro- 
vocative theories of modern biologists investi the complex 
mechanisms of life is that the process of aging is inextricably 
linked with the process of growth and begins only when growth 
comes to an end, In the case of man and all terrestrial animals. the 
organism undergoes a definite period of growth during which the 
protoplasm, the actual living cells, continually divide and do not 
age. But when certain fixed dimensions are attained, growth termi- 
nates and the process of deterioration or aging begins. Although 
this does not apply to trees which may live for thousands of years, 
adding outer growth year after year until they succumb to disease, 
fire or the ax of man, it probably holds true for most land animals, 
because the tug of gravity imposes an outside limit on the size of 
moving bodies.

But beside 
the 140-ton whale, the five-ton elephant is a dwarf, for the sup- 
port of weight is no problem in the sea. 

Some biologists believe that for aquatic animals, liberated from 
the destructive power of gravity by the dense medium in which 
they dwell, growth, though it may slacken almost to cessation, 
never halts entirely. So long as they escape—or are protected— 
from the primitive dangers of the sea, fish may therefore continue 
to grow by simple enlargement year after year. And so long as they 
continue to grow, according to this theory, they do not grow old. 
For them there is no old age, only the violent death that lurks 
everywhere in the world of waters. From this profound. para- 
dox of the sea there may sometime emerge new answers to the 
ultimate mysteries of life and death—for it was in the sea that 
life and death began. 

From the sea too may some day arise a solution to the eternal 
problem of human hunger. The luxuriance of marine life is such 
that, in the opinion of some biologists, the earth’s waters can 
never be utterly fished out. Every year man lifts more than 19 mil- 
lion tons of fish from the oceans without perceptibly affecting the 
population of any species. But even should a day arrive when the 
great fish dynasties begin to wane, the fructiferous sea holds other 
untouched riches. 

The world’s greatest potential source of food lies in the globe- 
encircling meadows of plankton with their incomputable multi- 
tudes of living creatures. The algae that sustain the planktonic 
communities, most prolific of all plants on earth, may someday 
surrender to man the nourishment they contain. The hosts of erus- 
taceans, tiny fish and other animals that graze upon them repre- 
sent an almost inexhaustible future harvest. And so in the end, 
man may turn again to his original home, seeking sustenance in 
what the Elizabethan playwright, Thomas Dekker, described as 
“that great fishpond, the sea.”

Six of them were North Ko- 
reans—anti-Communist prisoners of the United Nations who were 
also leaders of the compounds in which they were being held. The 
others were an interpreter and Indian army guards. A space heater 
glowed cherry red against the tent’s chill. The prisoners smoked, 
chatted and shifted from time to time on their green metal folding 
chairs. But their eyes kept moving to the tent flap. 

At precisely 11:00 a.m. it parted. The guards and prisoners jumped 
to attention as a strikingly handsome six-footer wearing the red collar 
and tabs and cap band of an Indian general officer walked in. Moving 
gracefully as a cheetah despite his 200 pounds, he placed his cap, 
swagger stick and gloves on a little table, nodded pleasantly at the 
semicircle of prisoners and sat down. 

“Now then, gentlemen,” he said. “You wanted to see me?” 

“Mr. Moon,” said the interpreter, indicating a short, wiry Ko- 
rean prisoner with a scraggly pencil-line mustache, “is worried 


about the Communist explainers.”” Mr. Moon nodded vigorous assent. 

Then for nearly 20 minutes the newcomer recited the latest develop- 
ments in the repatriation program. Speaking with relaxed, man-to- 
man frankness, he told the prisoners flatly that the Communists 
(whom he was always careful to refer to as “the northern 
stalling because they did not want to face further humili 
explanation tents, and he gave them his unequivocal personal assur- 
ance that no anti-Communist prisoner of war would be sent north 
against his will. The general's casual calm and avuncular demeanor 
poured over the prisoners like balm. The compound leaders listened 
raptly, eyes fixed steadily on the speaker's mobile, patrician face, like 
so many completely charmed cobras, an illusion heightened by the 
collars of their overcoats and parkas which swayed gently to and fro 
as they followed his every gesture. 

‘The formal talk over, the general and the others all lighted cigarets 
and chatted informally a few moments. The general made a couple of 
jokes about a prisoner who had tried to escape the night before and

the others roared with laughter. Then he rose. The guards snapped 
again to attention and the general went out, followed by the warmly 
grateful glances of the six compound leaders. India’s Lieutenant 
General Kodendera Subayya Thimayya, on whose athletic shoul- 
ders rests the burden of fairly repatriating all prisoners of the 
Korean war, had solved another problem. 

It had been a small and easy one, but it typified the way 
Thimayya has handled the enormously greater ones which con- 
fronted him two months ago when he first arrived in Korea, He 
was taking over the critical job of umpire (technically, chairman 
of the Neutral Nations Repatriation Commission) over the Com- 
munist and free world tug-of-war for 22.000 prisoners of war, 
almost all of whom do not want to go home. Under him were 5,700 
Indian troops, commanded by his long-time personal friend, Major 
General S.P.P. Thorat, who was formerly chief of the Indian gen- 
eral staff and who has been Thimayya’s right hand in working out 
the Korean problem—as far as it has been worked out. ‘The old 
Indian army comrades arrived in Korea in an atmosphere of m 

hatred because they were widely 
st. The South Korean government, for 
example, refused even to let them land on South Korean soil and 
as a result they were ferried directly from ships in Inchon Harbor 
to Panmunjom by what was widely hailed as the biggest helicopter 
airlift in history. Once they were there, the anti-Communist pris- 
oners had to be restrained from hurling chairs at the Indian officers 
on inspection tours, and many could not be restrained from delib- 
erately spitting into the faces of their guards, proud Rajputana 
Rifles, Dogras, Jats, Mahrattas—an insult which the well-disciplined 
Indian troops, under strict orders, accepted without retaliation. 


‘The Pied Piper of Panmunjom’ 


OW as the general left the tent and the prisoners he glanced 

around the treeless rolling terrain just south of Panmunjom 
where the compounds and the NNRC headquarters are located 
and saw banners on the prisoners’ tents: “We support the Indian 
troops.” He heard the prisoners cheering him as he passed. Their 
changed attitude reflected the feeling all over the area where U.N. 
—and especially U.S.—officers were now as loud in their praise of 
the Indian military mission’s fairness and honesty as they had been 
harsh in condemning it 60 days before. Everyone had learned in 
that time that the Indians were stanchly determined to be just 
what they should be: strictly, effectively and humanely neutral. 
They had also learned that the man responsible for this program 
of rigid impartiality was General Thimayya. The previously rebel- 
lious and violent prisoners were overjoyed and began making 
presents for Thimayya, or “Timmy,” who is also referred to as 

“The Pied Piper of Dasinnyonn” because of this very effect on the 
prisoners. The U.N. staff was enormously relieved and the only 
unhappy ones were the Communists who presently began to 
appreciate that the Indians’ unshakable, unprotestable neutrality 
was forging an enormous defeat for them. 

In order to appreciate both the magnitude and subtle difficulty 
of Thimayya’s assignment, it is necessary to recall what neu- 
trality really means in contrast to what most of the world, most of 
the time, takes it to mean. When India was named to head the

five-member neutral commission which is otherwise balanced ex- 
actly between Communist and non-Communist nations (Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland vs. Sweden and Switzerland), it was commonly 
accepted that India would not of course be openly pro-U.S., or 
pro-Britain, or pro-any-other-nation, But it was generally felt that 
India should at least behave in a friendly way toward the U.N. of 
which it was a member, or, as the phrase went, “be neutral in favor 
of the U.N.” Thimayya, however, felt that to be completely neu- 
tral one must take a position above and absolutely disassociated 
from either party to the dispute, even though either or both of 
them may be friends. In the light of subsequent developments, 
this seems painfully obvious. At the time it was not. 

Thus, shortly after his arrival Thimayya received a diplomati- 
cally correct invitation to a Chinese Communist celebration in 
Kaesong. He accepted it—he could hardly refuse since it came 
from a power nominally friendly to his country, and recognized 
by it. But a few days later when he received an invitation from the 
mmunist Chinese prisoners to attend a party they were 
giving in honor of the Chinese Nationalist holiday of the Double 
Tenth (their Fourth of July), he refused. The invitation included 
a phrase that said“... we hope you will join us Chinese anti- 
Communist fighters and honor us with your company.” Said 
Thimayya, “Dammit, I'd like to go, but it simply wouldn’t be 
proper. If I were an anti-Communist in the sense of this invi- 
tation, I couldn’t and wouldn’t be here. I had to tell these chaps 
that I am not anti-Communist, that | am not anti-democratic, 
that I am here as a neutral.” 


‘Neutrality’—a definition 


OWEVER, many a U.S. Army officer felt that this was clear evi- 

dence of partisanship. This feeling was intensified by the mu- 
tual, bone-deep hatred that marked the two antagonists at the 
truce meetings where for more than two years allied and Commu- 
nist negotiators bitterly faced one another day after day across the 
green felt table with never a smile or a handshake. 

Furthermore, as Thimayya himself now admits, he and his aides 
arrived unprepared for what they would face. For example, they 
suspected that a large number of the U.N.’s prisoners were being 
held in some form of duress, i.e., being forcibly prevented from 
going home. “We felt,” say: Thimayya, * “that the natural desire 
of anyone is to go home.” His view, however, was quickly changed 
by the prisoners themselves, as his troops reported the results of 
conversations held with them by Communist “explainers.” Com- 
munist tactics also helped alter Thimayya’s thinking. 

Like the U.N. staff, the Communists discovered that what ite 
supposedly Red-friendly Thimayya meant by “neutrality” was 
the most scrupulous intellectual as well as physical neutrality, 
Thimayya inaugurated the practice now prevelent at Panmunjom 
of referring, as he himself had done in talking to the six com- 
pound leaders, to the opposing sides as “the northern side” or

NO. 1 AIDE to Thimayya is Major General Shankar Pandurang 
Patil Thorat, who commands Indian troops guarding the pris- 
oners of war. Thorat was formerly chief of Indian general staff, 
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“command” and “the southern side” (a practice which delighted 
the Americans from below the Mason-Dixon line). Visiting the 
Communist area, Thimayya is driven in a Russian car, while in the 
UN. territory he rides in a U.S. car. Similarly, his men, who at 
the onset of winter were issued cold weather clothing by both the 
Communist and U.N. commands, have adopted the practice of 
wearing a U.S. cap and a Communist cap on alternate days. 

Coincidentally with the discovery of Thimayya’s iron neutrality, 
the Reds also began getting bad news from the tents of the “explain- 
ers,” where prisoner after prisoner was refusing to return to his own 
Communist-held land and stubbornly demanded that he be per- 
mitted to remain in a strange country. The Communists launched 
on a new strategy and ‘Thimayya’s troubles began to multiply. 

They produced one repatriate and prompted him to charge that 
Chiang Kai-shek and Syngman Rhee “agents” were operating a 
“torture chamber” in one of the compounds. To support his 
charge the prisoner produced a “map” of the compound purport- 
ing to show the location of the torture chamber, Thimayya first 
pointed out to the Communists that the map was a meaningless 
sketch that bore no resemblance to the actual compound, then he 
made a personal inspection of the compound with the prisoner. 
They found no torture chamber. Thimayya asked the prisoner 
what kind of tortures had been inflicted on him and the prisoner 
wailed that he had been cruelly beaten about the stomach with 
sticks. Thimayya gravely examined the stomach in question. There 
was not a mark on it. 


Roots marked the spot 


N another occasion the Communists trotted out an ex-PW who 
charged that U.N. “agents” had murdered a pro-Communist 
prisoner in a compound who wished to return home. Thimayya 
skeptically but patiently ordered an investigation. The accusing 
prisoner, accompanied by both Communist and U.N. observers 
and members of the press, entered the compound and singled out 
seven “witnesses” to the murder. This group was removed from 
the compound and the plaintiff took the investigators to the spot 
where the “murder victim” was allegedly buried. The investigators 
dutifully started digging, but gave up when they found the ground 
had never been touched 
A few days later the men in the compound came before the Red 
explainers to be coaxed into returning home. Only two of the 205 
prisoners interviewed elected repatriation, despite the recent 
ominous “murder.” 

Much more brain-twisting problems were created for Thimayya. 
From the 22 Americans and one British soldier who have elected 
to remain with the Communists, he received a clearly inspired 
complaint that they were being unfairly treated—the mail they 
received from home was not being censored by their guards for 
statements designed to lure them back home! Thimayya is a poised

and deliberate man whose natural dignity does not stifle a sense 
of humor. Said he drily, “I suppose we can censor these chaps’ 
mail if that’s what they want. But what do you do when a man 
gets a letter from his wife saying, "Darling, please come home’ ?” 
This personal attention to complaints and scrupulous fairness 
in settling them is the keystone of Thimayya’s success as a neutral, 
When the explanations are in progress, he usually drives over to 
the explanation area in his black Chevrolet sedan and strolls up 
and down the line of tents, noting the conduct of the Indian 
subchairmen in each tent and delivering not-to-be-disputed ver- 
dicts when called on to umpire claims of violations. The Indian 
subchairmen’s most frequent complaints are 1) the Communist ex- 
plainer will not stop talking after he has been ordered to, or 2) the 
prisoner will not stop impugning the chastity of the explainer’s 
mother. In either case the interchanges usually become quite 
heated. Often Thimayya gives the Communist explainer a direct or- 
der to stop, and instructs the Indian guards to remove the prisoner. 
In recent weeks the Communists, baffled by this dead-center 
neutrality, have resorted to the charge of “agents” in the com- 
pound (whom they never can name) and they have demanded again 
and again that Thimayya use “force” to root them out—bloodshed 
or a breakout in the compounds is one thing on which they could 
make real capital. Most recently, they extended individual prisoner 
interviews to as long as four hours per man, which caused prisoner 
complaints and forced Thimayya to call off the interviews tempo- 
rarily. This lent credence to a suspicion that the Reds really want 
to end them permanently. To the Communists’ loud and some- 
times emotional demands Thimayya replies with proportionate gen- 
tleness. “Gentlemen,” he will say, “I should be delighted to oblige 
you but I can see no practical way to comply with your request. 
Have you any suggestions?” On other occasions he uses more 
blunt, though still unruffled, talk to make a point, The Commu- 
nists, for example, complained about the attitude of the prisoners 
toward the explainers. “Well,” said Thimayya, “if the whole lot 
sits down and says ‘No, we bloody damned well won't attend the 
explanations,’ what in the hell are you going to do about it?” 


Tea in bed at 7 


|OWEVER urbanely neutral he appears in public or at the con- 
ference table, it has been observed by those close to him in 
Panmunjom that in recent weeks Thimayya has become so sick- 
ened and enraged by the Communists’ open obstructionism, dou- 
ble dealing and almost contemptuous lying that he has several 
times come close to an open break with them, In the early days he 
was needled during press conferences by some of the Communist 
correspondents: in recent weeks he has had a dry comment or two 
to make about the sparsity of prisoners who want to return to Com- 
munist countries. He has also been known to remark that he and 
his men “have to be neutral here” with a curious significant em- 
phasis. A contributing factor in this recent modification in attitude 
may be that despite his Asian background—he is 47, a Hindu and 
anative of Coorg—Thimayya also knows, and likes, many Western 
ways. Both he and his old friend Thorat received military training 
at Britain’s famed Sandhurst, and today Thimayya starts his day, 
English fashion, with tea in bed at 7 and often ends his dinner 14 
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hours later with a glass of Drambuie. In between he rises, does 
setting-up exercises standing on the skin of a panther he himself 
shot one peaceful evening in his own garden, dictates while dress- 
ing, makes his rounds of inspection and adjudication, conducts 
the daily NNRC meeting at which he reports on the prisoners’ 
status quo and sometimes has to listen there to a Communist 
harangue that may last until 3 a.m. Regardless of how busy he is 
he always clips the comic strips out of The Stars and Stripes and 
mails them to his daughter at school in Mussoorie, India, 

Like Thimayya, General Thorat has also had an introduction to 
Western culture not only through his Sandhurst days but through 
his father, a distinguished Indian agriculturalist who took graduate 
work at the University of Wisconsin and later became prime min- 
ister of the state of Kolhapur. Thorat too is a man of quiet charm 
and gentleness. Both men have recently received hundreds of let- 
ters from Indian well-wishers, and one to Thorat from a young girl 
expressed regret that she could not send a contribution to the 
troops. He wrote in reply, “My dear child, please believe me when 
I say that my men and I would much rather have your sweet 
thoughts and kind words than all the riches in the world. . . .” 

Both men have won the D.S.O., were personally selected by 
Prime Minister Nehru for their present posts (and upon their re- 
turn to India should give him a jarring account of how the Reds 
work). Both, it is generally predicted, are destined for even more 
important jobs. Many people believe that Thimayya will probably 
be India’s next military commander in chief and, even more impor- 
tant, is the prototype of a new kind of Asiatic statesman who, in 
contrast to Nehru, could prove comprehensible and even intelligi- 
ble to the Western world. Both Thimayya and Thorat have not 
only understanding of how the world’s other half lives but they 
have the enormous ability required to utilize it. As a commander 
during World War II, Thimayya, for instance, distinguished him- 
self fighting the Japanese in Burma, where he personally led at- 
tacks, and he later set a kind of military record by launching and 
winning a tank attack at 13,000 feet during th fighting between 
India and Pakistan in the mountains of Kashmir. Tanks had never 
operated at that elevation before. 

Yet in the historical sense Thimayya has operated in Korea at 
an even more rarefied level, and with greater success. For by being 
so carefully neutral about everything connected with the prison- 
ers’ repatriation or flight from—their own countries. Thimayya 
has conducted a seientifi internationally visible, laboratory test 
on Communism’s success as a way of life. And its results are plain 
for all the world, but especially the Asian world, to see. Ninety- 
seven per cent of all the Chinese and Korean prisoners interviewed 
by Communist persuaders have refused to return to their own 
lands while these are in Communist hands. And because of Thi- 
mayya’s cold impartiality not even the Communis in say that 
the test tube was doctored. Said a Yugoslav news correspondent, 
himself a Communist, at Panmunjom a few weeks ago, “It is im- 
possible for anyone who has not lived under the Russians to appre- 
ciate the shock and humiliation which this propaganda defeat has 
given both them and the Chinese and North Korean Communi
